In filing, Meade said the 
desire to serve is what 
lead him to run for this 
position. “I genuinely 
want to help the people of 
Lincoln & Garrard coun¬ 
ties. With the redistrict¬ 
ing, and my friend, Rep. 
Danny Ford, no longer 
serving our area, I 
believed I should step up 
and be willing to serve. I 
grew up in Lincoln 
County. After my wife 
and I were married, we 
moved to Garrard County, 


and lived there for 7 years. 
We then moved back to 
the Stanford area, howev¬ 
er, my wife still works in 
the Garrard County 
school system. I have 
many friends and family 
there, and I love the peo¬ 
ple of both communities.” 

“My desire is to repre¬ 
sent the conservative views 
and values of the people of 
our district and state. I want 
to hear from the voters 
about what is important to 
them, and be their voice in 
Frankfort,” Mead said. 

Meade, a graduate of 
Lincoln County High 
School, earned a degree in 
Electrical Engineering 
Technology, and spent 9 


years in the industrial elec¬ 
trical field. He currently 
resides in Stanford with his 
wife, Rebecca, and 5 year 
old son. His roots are firm¬ 
ly planted in the 
Lincoln/Garrard district. 

His mother, Gina 
(Lawson) Meade, was 
raised in Moreland and 
Hustonville, and has a long 
family history in the area. 
His father, Don, is original¬ 
ly from Waynesburg and 
Kings Mountain, with fam¬ 
ily ties dating back many 
generations. Meade also 
has many extended family 
members who live in 
Lancaster & Garrard 
County, as well. 

For the past six years, 
Meade has worked as an 
auctioneer and realtor with 
Lincoln Realty and Auction 
Co. in Stanford, and the 
Irvin Group in Lancaster. 
He is a member of the 
Kentucky Association of 
Realtors, the National 
Association of Realtors, 
and a committee member 
with the Kentucky 
Auctioneers Association. 

Meade is also active in 
his community. He serves 
on the executive board of 
the Lincoln County 
Chamber of Commerce, is 
involved with various char¬ 
itable organizations and is a 
former worship leader in 
his church. Meade and his 
wife are currently in the 
process of adopting a child, 
and are strong advocates 
for adoption. 

He also involves himself 
internationally as a found¬ 
ing member and director of 
Mimi’s House, a home for 
abandoned, abused and 
poverty stricken children 
in Guatemala.

It may take filling out some 
paperwork in Frankfort to get 
the name just right on the bal¬ 
lot, but Lincoln County voters 
won’t have any trouble recog¬ 
nizing the moniker 
‘Buckwheat’ when they vote 
in the May primary. 

Former Lincoln County 
Judge-Executive Ron Gilbert 
filed Monday as a Democrat 
to run for the 36th District 
House of Representatives seat 
now up for grabs following 
Lonnie Napier’s announce¬ 
ment he won’t seek re-elec¬ 
tion. 

“I’ve been retired the last 
few years, and I just felt like 
Lincoln County, and Garrard 
County, both needed good 
representation there in 
Frankfort,” Gilbert said on his 
way back from the state capi¬ 
tal Monday. 

Gilbert, 68, was elected 
magistrate three times begin¬ 
ning in the mid-’80s before 
serving three terms as judge- 
executive. 

The former-Norfolk 

Southern railroad engineer 
retired from office in 2009 
before the end of his term and 
handed the reigns to Lincoln’s 
then-coroner Bill Demrow, 
who subsequently lost to cur¬ 
rent Judge-Executive Jim 
Adams. 

During his time as judge- 
executive, Gilbert was a pro¬ 
ponent of the successful push 
to get planning and zoning in 
the county, as well as the 
effort to build Cedar Creek 
Lake, among other initiatives. 
He said there are several 
issues he looks forward to 
tackling when he gets to the 
state capital, but right now he 
is more focussed on the bigger 
picture of the campaign. 


“I’ve been to Frankfort a lot 
of times and Washington, 
D.C., a lot of times and I think 
I’ve helped take Lincoln 
County forward,” Gilbert said. 

The new legislative districts 
drafted by House Democrats 
and approved by the governor 
are still being reviewed by a 
Franklin County judge after 
several elected officials filed a 
lawsuit challenging their con¬ 
stitutionality. 

Under the new plan, 
Lincoln County, which had 
been part of the 80th District 
represented by Danny Ford of 
Rockcastle County for most of 
Ford’s 30 years in Frankfort, 
would be part of the 36th 
District that Napier represent¬ 
ed for 28 years. 

According to Gilbert, he 
was not swayed by Napier’s 
decision to give up the seat he 
has held for nearly three 
decades. 

“It’s been about 30 years 
since Lincoln County has 


had representation from 
Lincoln County in the State 
House,” Gilbert said. “It’s 
definitely nothing against 
Rep. Napier or Rep. Ford, 
but I think I can represent 
Lincoln and Garrard coun¬ 
ties as well as they have over 
the years.” 

If no other candidates file 
by today’s 4:30 p.m. dead¬ 
line, the races for the House 
seat would pit an aspirant 
from Garrard against one 
from Lincoln in both party 
primaries. 

After announcing his deci¬ 
sion not to run again, Napier 
threw his support to current 
Garrard County Economic 
Development Director and 
fellow Republican Nathan 
Mick, who will be chal¬ 
lenged by David Meade of 
Stanford. Gilbert will face 
former Lincoln County 
school superintendent Larry 
Woods of Lancaster in the 
Democratic primary.

Judge sends state 
redistricting plan 
back to Frankfort

Late Tuesday, Franklin 
Circuit Court Judge Phillip 
Shepherd gave Kentucky 
House Republicans and a 
lone Democratic senator a 
reprieve from redistricting 
plans signed into law by 
Gov. Steve Beshear in 
January. 

The Republicans argued 
that House Bill 1, written in 
the Democrat-controlled 
General Assembly, was 
unconstitutional because it 
divided more counties and 
precincts than the plan that 
they had proposed. State 
Senator Kathy Stein, who 
currently represents the heart 
of Lexington had her district 
moved to the northeastern 
comer of the state. 

In his decision, Shepherd 
said that the General 
Assembly had failed in their 
proposal to redraw the 


boundaries of Kentucky’s 
100 House districts and 38 
Senate districts to stay with¬ 
in their constitutional man¬ 
date to “make full use of the 
maximal population varia¬ 
tion (plus or minus five per¬ 
cent between districts) and 
divide the fewest number of 
counties.” 

Shepherd also said that 
legislators had played too 
loose in their interpretation 
of previous court decisions 
that give them some flexibil¬ 
ity in creating districts of 
approximately the same size 
by forwarding a plan where 
district populations varied by 
almost ten percent and divid¬ 
ed 28 counties into more 
than one district. 

The judge acknowledged 
that modern complexity was 
at variance with rules written 
in the state’s 1891 constitu¬ 
tion that put a priority on the 
county as the central unit of 


government but 
indicated that bal¬ 
ancing the law and 
modern challenges 
was a decision better 
suited for the state 
Supreme Court. 

Commenting on 
Sen. Stein’s case specifically, 
Shepherd wrote in his deci¬ 
sion that the people who 
elected her and those that she 
would represent if the House 
Bill 1 plan was enacted 
would not be represented by 
someone they elected for two 
years. 

The judge’s decision said 
that until the house presents 
a plan in keeping with the 
state’s constitution the 
Secretary of State must use 
the existing district plan. 
Filing for candidacy for the 
General Assembly and 
Senate has been extended 
until Friday and will most 
likely be extended again.

Judge Shepherd was in the 
news recently over his deci¬ 
sion directing the Cabinet for 
Health and Family Services 
to turn over records of chil¬ 
dren who were killed or 
serisously injured while 
under the cabinet’s care. 
Phillips sided with several 
newspapers that filed to suit 
to get access to records 
under Kentucky’s Sunshine 
laws. 

The state has decided to 
appeal Phillips decision, 
arguing that those docu¬ 
ments should remain secret 
to protect the identities of 
those identifying abuse and 
other family members. 


Hafley arraigned 
over fire

Monday, Troy Hafley, 
37, of Hustonville, was 
arraigned before Judge Bill 
Oliver in District Court on 
charges of wanton endan- 
germent and unsworn falsi¬ 
fications to authorities 
stemming from a Jan. 14 
fire at his flower shop. 

Hafley was charged with 
eleven separate counts of 
first degree wanton endan- 
germent, one each for every 
fire fighter that responded 
to the late afternoon blaze 
at the Hustonville flower 
and gift shop and one count 
for endangering the life of a 
woman who lives next 
door. In a complaint, 
Hustonville Police Chief 
Fred McCoy stated that by 
intentionally setting fire to 
his business, Hafley put the 
fire fighters and neighbor 
“in substantial danger of 
death or serious injury.” 

McCoy’s complaint 
states that neighbors house 
lies only 15 feet from the 
fire’s point of origin. 

The unsworn falsifica¬ 


tions mentioned in the 
complaint stem from 
McCoy’s charge that 
Hafley made several verbal 
and one written statement 
indicating that he had left 
his business at 2:20 p.m. on 
the day of the fire and had 
not returned until after the 
blaze was reported, but 
subsequent investigation 
revealed Hafley could be 
seen exiting the flower 
shop on video recorded at a 
nearby bank after 4 p.m., 
shortly before the fire was 
reported. 

There is no indication in 
the court records as to why 
Hafley was not also 
charged with arson despite 
having admitted to starting 
the fire. 

He was freed on a $1,000 
cash bond and is scheduled 
to appear in a a preliminary 
hearing on Feb. 20.

Kentucky deaths: 
Doctors-1,000 
Cows-0 


Kentucky legislators are 
boldly setting sail into the 
uncharted waters labeled on 
most maps only as 
“Commonsense.” Two pieces 
of legislation under considera¬ 
tion will increase scrutiny on 
people who need it, doctors, 
and reduce restrictions on 
some who don’t, dairy farm¬ 
ers. 

There are some unfunny 
parallels between the two 
cases. According to documents 
assembled over a year of 
reporting by the Louisville 
Courier Journal, over a thou¬ 
sand Kentuckians are killed 
each year by the over-prescrip¬ 
tion of pain pills, yet submis¬ 
sion to monitoring is voluntary 
for doctors. Dairies, on the 
other hand, are subject to mul¬ 
tiple and mandatory inspec¬ 
tions by state inspectors, and 
the sale of fresh milk is illegal 
in Kentucky and many other 
states despite the fact that the 
Center for Disease Control and 
Prevention (CDC) was recent¬ 
ly forced to concede after a 
Freedom of Information Act 
query that no American has 
died in the last decade from 
drinking unpasteurized milk. 

Kentucky lawmakers will 
deal with the pill pushers first 
in a bill which will require 
every person writing a pre¬ 
scription for pain medications 
to record the transaction in the 
Kentucky All Schedule 
Prescription Electronic 
Reporting system (KASPER). 
Today, only 30 percent of doc¬ 
tors report their prescriptions 
in the system and you can bet 
that doctors who are abusing 
their license privileges and 
over-prescribing pain pills 
aren’t lining up to sign up for 
the program. If passed, House 
Bill 4 will also require that 
pain clinics be owned by 
licensed practitioners, that 
doctors’ prescription privileges 


be suspended if they put public 
safety at risk, that patients 
receive a full physical and pro¬ 
vide a medical history before 
getting a new prescription, that 
doctors who commit felonies 
lose their license for five years 
and that the state does not 
issue licenses to practice to 
doctors who have been decerti¬ 
fied in other states...common- 
sense. 

The general assembly and 
senate are also considering 
forming a task force made up 
of legislators, scientists, public 
health officials and farmers to 
take on the question of 
whether or not citizens should 
be able to buy milk directly 
from dairies. There is a rising 
demand nationwide for the 
right to purchase unpasteur¬ 
ized and non-homogenized 
milk fresh from the farm for 
reasons ranging from health to 
taste. Rules regarding milking 
and storage sanitation are not 
up for debate, just the question 
of whether you will be able to 
go straight to a local farmer 
and buy milk in its most natu¬ 
ral, nutritious and delicious 
state. A change in the law will 
also be a boon to those who 
drink goat milk for dietary rea¬ 
sons and are now forced to 
have a “dealer” who is, most 
probably, breaking some law 
for selling milk. 

The odds are against this 
happening. As the concurrent 
resolution chartering the task 
force is written, the group 
studying the issue is stacked 
with representation from 
industries who benefit from 
the status quo, but the fact that 
the voices of citizens who 
want their food to be as local, 
fresh and unadulterated as pos¬ 
sible was even heard is 
refreshing. 

But, maybe commonsense 
will prevail in this issue as 
well. 


Take care of your heart

February is American Heart 
Month, so you should take this 
opportunity to better understand 
the symptoms and warning 
signs of a heart attack. A heart 
attack is the result of a block¬ 
age in the heart’s arteries, 
which can reduce or completely 
cut off blood supply to part of 
the heart. Irreversible injury to 
the heart muscle will occur if 
treatment is not received 
promptly, so remember these 
symptoms and call 911 imme¬ 
diately if you begin to experi¬ 
ence one or more of them: 

•Uncomfortable pressure, 
fullness or pain in the center of 
the chest that lasts more than a 
few minutes 

•Mild to intense pain that 
spreads to the shoulders, neck 
or arms. This pain might feel 
like pressure, tightness or burn¬ 
ing, and could be felt in the 
chest, upper abdomen, neck, 
jaw or inside the arms or shoul¬ 
ders 

•Chest discomfort accompa¬ 
nied by fainting, sweating, nau¬ 
sea, shortness of breath or light¬ 
headedness 

•Anxiety, nervousness and 
cold, sweaty skin 

•Increased or irregular heart 
rate 

•A feeling of impending 
doom 

The heart muscle pain called 


angina is often the first sign of 
blocked coronary arteries, 
which can lead to a heart 
attack. This discomfort tends to 
be noticed as a feeling of heavi¬ 
ness, pressure, tightness or 
aching in the chest, usually 
with a shortness of breath. 
Angina occurs most commonly 
during exercise, and the dis¬ 
comfort usually disappears after 
exertion. If you feel this sort of 
pain, consult a cardiologist 
immediately to avoid a future 
heart attack. 

Silent heart attacks are the 
most extreme case of silent 
ischemia, a chronic shortage of 
oxygen. Approximately 25-30 
percent of heart attack victims 
had no previous symptoms of 
the blockages that had been 
gradually developing in their 
arteries. The absence of pain, 
however, does not mean there is 
an absence of damage during a 
silent heart attack. The predom¬ 
inant risk factors of coronary 
artery disease include age, sex, 
genetic predisposition, diabetes, 
high blood pressure, high blood 
cholesterol, smoking, lack of 
exercise and obesity. If you 
have more than one of these 
factors going against you, you 
should undergo a screening for 
silent ischemia.

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Journalists are natural fit as 
debate moderators

Should journalists and news 
organizations participate in, 
even sponsor, political 
debates? 

Let’s start with why we 
have such debates: They are an 
opportunity for us to hear 
directly from candidates, to 
see how they explain, attack 
and defend positions and pro¬ 
posals. 

The value holds true 
whether it’s a local gymnasi¬ 
um chat-fest between city hall 
challengers or candidates with 
multimillion dollar White 
House campaigns on the line 
in front of a national TV audi¬ 
ence. 

Journalists who report on 
politics for news organizations 
large and small would seem a 
good fit as moderators or 
questioners if they are 
informed about issues, are up 
to speed on where each candi¬ 
date stands, and — it should 
go without saying — are not 
aligned with any one candi¬ 
date. 

Such a role fits well in the 
First Amendment framework 
of a free press as a way to help 
us keep an eye on the govern¬ 
ment. 

But then there are the com¬ 
plicating factors. Many voters 
see journalists as biased, sup¬ 
porting one candidate or 
another, or simply as attack 
dogs more interested in con¬ 
troversy than information — 
not as the watchdogs on gov¬ 
ernment envisioned by the 
nation’s Founders. 


And, as we’ve seen recently, 
candidates may work to posi¬ 
tion the press as, in effect, 
another election-year oppo¬ 
nent, or as an on-stage foil to 
gain cheers or votes. Further, 
when debates also are spon¬ 
sored by news operations, just 
the act of a journalist-modera¬ 
tor setting out the rules can set 
off repercussions and recrimi¬ 
nations. Witness the booing 
and criticism aimed at NBC’s 
Brian Williams after he told 
audience members Jan. 30 in 
Florida to be quiet until cer¬ 
tain program breaks. 

This election year has 
brought an unprecedented 
number of primary-season tel¬ 
evised debates — 19 thus far 
involving Republican candi¬ 
dates, with at least four more 
to come and news operations 
as sponsors that include CNN, 
NBC News, Politico, National 
Public Radio, PBS and The 
Washington Times. 

Former GOP House 
Speaker Newt Gingrich first 
— and thus far, most success¬ 
fully — played the “press” 
card to election advantage. In 
South Carolina he scolded 
CNN’s John King for begin¬ 
ning the program with a ques¬ 
tion to him about an “open- 
marriage” claim made by 
Gingrich’s second wife. Some 
experts say the audience 
cheers and resulting momen¬ 
tum helped propel Gingrich to 
a win in that state. 

Just days later, in a Florida 
debate, Gingrich protested that 
it was unfair of NBC’s 
Williams to muzzle an audi¬ 


ence’s “free-speech rights,” 
again to cheers. Gingrich may 
have “cried wolf’ one too 
many times, though. In a sec¬ 
ond Florida debate, his 
attempt to chide CNN’s Wolf 
Blitzer seemed to backfire 
when former Massachusetts 
Gov. Mitt Romney used the 
exchange to zing Gingrich 
about critical comments made 
elsewhere. 

Gingrich has now declared 
that if he’s the GOP nominee, 
he won’t participate in debates 
where journalists are part of 
the event. 

Some say our debate tradi¬ 
tion is rooted in the 1858 
Lincoln-Douglas debates. The 
two Illinois Senate candidates 
met several times over four 
months, debating the issue of 
slavery. Crowds approaching 
15,000 in some cities cheered 
and jeered. 

No journalists were on stage 
or posed questions. But, as 
Lincoln historian Harold 
Holtzer wrote last month in The 
Washington Post, the overall 
debate quality was not all that 
high. Contrary to myth, he said, 
with the two opponents left to 
their own agendas, “the encoun¬ 
ters were brutally sarcastic, fea¬ 
turing highly personal attacks 
rather than elevated discourse. 

The debate formats we have 
now stem from the 1960 land¬ 
mark Kennedy-Nixon presiden¬ 
tial debates, the first to be tele¬ 
vised. Moderator and CBS 
News anchor Howard K. Smith 
sat between the candidates; Sen. 
John F. Kennedy and Vice 
President Richard Nixon faced 


four journalists who asked ques¬ 
tions. There was no studio audi¬ 
ence. 

But there was impact aplenty. 
TV watchers thought the youth¬ 
ful Kennedy won, though polls 
showed many listening on radio 
gave Nixon the edge. There was 
a lull in the years immediately 
following, but the Commission 
on Presidential Debates was cre¬ 
ated in 1987 and since 1988 has 
organized the general election 
presidential debates. 

The independent commission 
will conduct three debates 
beginning Oct. 3 in Denver, and 
one vice-presidential debate 
Oct. 11 in Kentucky. All will 
have moderators, likely TV net¬ 
work news anchors or corre¬ 
spondents. No mles have been 
announced on audience partici¬ 
pation, other than that one 
debate will be in the “town hall 
meeting” style. 

The commission’s sponsor¬ 
ship and oversight places jour¬ 
nalists where they should be: As 
questioners on our behalf. They 
will have the job of focusing the 
discussion on issues of impor¬ 
tance and areas of substance. 
The commission can take any 
flak of over rules about cheer¬ 
ing, podium placement or any 
other details. 

In that format, and with that 
approach, journalists, candi¬ 
dates and voters all will be win¬ 
ners from the start. No debate 
about that.

Hustonville Fire 
upgrades discussed

Tuesday night, the 
Hustonville City Council heard 
proposals from Assistant Chief 
Cory Kitchen on a variety of 
proposals on upgrading the 
city’s firefighting equipment, 
none of them cheap. After dis¬ 
tributing a list of proposed 
equipment upgrades he asked 
Mayor Cecil Maddox, “Do you 
need some Turns?” 

Kitchen’s proposals ranged 
from buying a new or used 
engine to replace the city’s 
aging Ford to purchasing a ther¬ 
mal imaging camera to detect 
hidden fires or find downed 
firefighters or victims. “A ther¬ 
mal imaging camera is a high 
dollar item, but if it finds a fire 
or a downed person it has paid 
for itself,” Kitchen told council 
members. 

The council discussed the rel¬ 
ative benefits of buying a new 
engine over a used one. Kitchen 
said that a new engine that filled 
the city’s needs would cost at 
least $190,000 but recommend¬ 
ed against it saying that he did¬ 
n’t want the city to be “truck 
poor” meaning they’d have a 
great fire engine but have no 
money for anything else. 
“People get tired of fundraising. 
You can only sell so many fish 
or spaghetti dinners,” Kitchen 
said. 

Instead, Kitchen recommend¬ 


ed looking at used engines and 
said that a volunteer had already 
driven a used truck from a deal¬ 
er in Alabama that was for sale 
for $89,000. Kitchen said that 
the 1996 engine would retain 
most of its value after another 
ten years of service. 

In other business, under the 
guidance of City Attorney Carol 
Hill the council voted to amend 
the minutes of meetings from 
July, November and December 
to include explanations as to 
why they had gone into execu¬ 
tive session. Hill explained to 
the council the Kentucky Open 
Meeting laws that applied to 
meetings outside of public view. 

The council also discussed 
changes to the city’s half-centu¬ 
ry old nuisance ordinance as it 
applied to property owners not 
cutting their grass. Maddox said 
that every year he receives 
many complaints about proper¬ 
ty owners allowing their grass 
to grow out of control. Maddox 
said he and another council 
member went to a Huston 
Pointe property where Johnson 
grass had grown four to five tall. 

Councilman Mark Spivey 
said that he would contact the 
Kentucky League of Cities to 
obtain examples of other cities 
that enacted nuisance ordi¬ 
nances addressing the problem, 
specifically cities that had 
adjoining residential and agri¬ 
cultural properties.

come out and play, but give 
Mercer credit. They’re a good 
team, well coached, and we just 
got outplayed tonight — and 
outworked,” McWhorter said.

Lincoln’s largest lead was two 
points, and its last lead came 
when Fox scored off a pass 
from Rachel Spangler with 
6:23 left in the third quarter.

USDA announces general CRP sign-up 

Landowners, producers 
will have 4-week 
window to enroll 


The Farm Service Agency 
(FSA) State Executive 
Director, John W. 
McCauley, announced that 
the U.S. Department of 
Agriculture (USDA) will 
conduct a four-week 
Conservation Reserve 
Program (CRP) general 
sign-up. This CRP signup 
will begin on March 12, 
2012 and end on April 6, 
2012. CRP has a 25-year 
legacy of successfully pro¬ 
tecting the nation’s natural 
resources, while providing 
significant economic and 
environmental benefits to 
rural communities across 
the United States. 

CRP is a voluntary pro¬ 
gram available to agricultur¬ 
al producers to help them 
use environmentally sensi¬ 
tive land for conservation 
benefits. Producers enrolled 
in CRP plant long-term, 
resource-conserving covers 
to improve the quality of 
water, control soil erosion 
and develop wildlife habitat. 
In return, USDA provides 
participants with rental pay¬ 
ments and cost-share assis¬ 
tance. Contract duration is 
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between 10 and 15 years. 
Producers with expiring 
contracts and producers 
with environmentally sensi¬ 
tive land are encouraged to 
evaluate their options under 
CRP. Producers also are 
encouraged to look into 
CRP’s other enrollment 
opportunities offered on a 
continuous, non-competi¬ 
tive, signup basis. 

Offers for CRP contracts 
are ranked according to the 
Environmental Benefits 
Index (EBI). USDA’s Farm 
Service Agency (FSA) col¬ 
lects data for each of the 
EBI factors based on the 
relative environmental ben¬ 
efits for the land offered. 
Each eligible offer is ranked 
in comparison to all other 
offers and selections made 


from that ranking. FSA uses 
the following EBI factors to 
assess the environmental 
benefits for the land 
offered: 

Wildlife habitat benefits 
resulting from covers on 
contract acreage; 

Water quality benefits 
from reduced erosion, 
runoff and leaching; 

On-farm benefits from 
reduced erosion; 

Benefits that will likely 
endure beyond the contract 
period; 

Air quality benefits from 
reduced wind erosion; and 

Cost.
